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SINCLAIR TOOK 

TEAPOT LEASE 

WITH RELUCTANCT, 
IS FALL'S STORY 


Accepted Only After Once 
Rejecting It, Reported to 
Be Interior Secretary’s 
Version of Deal. 


ZEVELY CONDUCTED 
ALL NEGOTIATIONS 


Dramatic Scene Said to Be 
Recounted in Secret Dep- 
osition Being Taken at E]- 
Paso, Tex. 


By the Associated Press. 

EL PASO, Tex., March 30.—Har- 
ry F. Sinclair accepted the lease 
of the Teapot Dome naval oil re- 


serve with reluctance, after once 
rejecting it, associates said Albert 
B. Fall would testMy today, in giv- 
ing his deposition to be used in the 
oil magnate’setrial in Washington 
next week on charges of conspiring 
to defraud the Government. 

“Here is your lease, Mr. Secre- 
tary, I am done with it,” Fall is 
expected to quote Sinclair as saying. 

The disagreement occurred April 
7, 1922, in Fall’s office in Wash- 
ington and was the first time that 
the oil operator had _ personally 
come into the negotiations for the 
lease, according to Fall’s story. The 
preliminary arrangements for the 
lease, the story continued, . were 
carried on by J. W. Zevely (now 
dead) and Sinclair himself did not 
take part in it until the day the 
lease was signed. 


“Take Back Your Lease. 

Going to Washington Sinclair 
met Zevely and went to Fall’s of- 
fice. During the discussion of the 
terms of the lease Fall said he told 
Sinclair that the Government would 
have to have larger royalties 
than provided and Sinclair replied 
that as the lease stood he would 
lose money on the deal. 

Fall insisted on his stand and 
Sinclair, turning to his subordinate 
asked: “Zev, have you the lease fn 
your pocket?” 

Zevely handed the document to 
his employer and the latter tossed 
it over to Fall declaring he was 
done with the deal. 

Discussion followed until finally 
Sinclair accepted the lease which 
later involved him in  -s«riminal 
charges in which the Government 
alleged he paid Fall $233,000 after 
the lease had been granted him. 

Fall Resumes Testimony. 

Fall resumed his testimony at 
10:30. o’clock this morning after 
a good night's rest and seemed 
completely recovered from/the ex- 
citement which last night abrupt- 
ly terminated the questioning. 
Friends said he would testify as to 
the details of the lease of the oti 
reserve and the sale of one-third 
interest in his ranch to Sinclair. 
The latter deal Fall will maintain 
was the one in which he received 
$233,000 in Liberty bonds from the 
oil operator. 

Going into the ranch deal Fall 
was expected to testify that this 
deal also was carried on by Zevely 
and not by Sinclair. 

In his story of the sale of the 
third interest in the Tres Ritos 
Cattle & Land Co., Fall insisted it 
‘ Was not negotiated until after the 
Teapot Dome lease had been signed. 
M. T. Everhart, Fall’s son-in-law, 
of Pueblo, Colo., manager of the 
ranch property, through a vote of 
the stockholders, had full charge 
of the property, according to his fa- 
ther-in-law, and discussed the de) 
with Zevely. 

After the deal was completed, 
Everhart took the bonds to Pueblo, 
where approximately $140,000 were 
used to pay off the ranch com- 
pany'’s indebtedness to the Thatch- 
er estate. The rest were sent to Fall 
in El Paso and after $20,000 ad 
been used to pay an overdraft on 
the company’s account in Pueblo, 
Fall used most of the rest in pur- 
‘chasing small parcels of land need- 
ed tocomplete his Tres Ritos ranch. 


Physician Halts Hearing Twice. 

Fall, anxious to get his story be- 
fore the court, underwent two ses- 
sions of questioning yesterday. The 
first in the afternoon was inter- 
rupted once because he became so 
exhausted that his physician, Dr. 
H. T. Safford, called a halt and 
let the former cabinet officer rest 
for 10 minutes. In all he an- 
swered questions for two hours. At 
the session last night he withstood 
nearly an hour of questioning be- 
fore the examination’ was ordered 
ended by his physician. After 36 
minutes of the night session Dr. 
Safford ordered a halt and it was 
continued after his patient had 
rested a while. 

Senator Atlee Pomerene, coun- 
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sel for the Government, said — 


he found Fall in better physical 
condition than he expected and 
that the former secretary appeared 
to be standing up well under the 
questioning. . Fall slept from short- 
ly after 5 o’clock until 7 when 
his physician called to see whether 
he was able to stand the night 
session, 

Contents of the deposition are 


at the Sinclair trial. Should the 
defense deem the deposition un- 
necessary, the deposition is to b2 
withheld. 

Everhart testified before the 
Senate Oil Investigating Commit- 
tee that he went to Washington to 
see Fall about the sale of the third 
interest to Siaclair and found all 
details completed. He said that 
acting on Fall’s instructions he 
went to New York when he re- 
ceived most of the purchase price 
from Sinclair and later received 
the balance of the $233,000 in 
Sinclair’s private car in Washing- 
ton. 

The examination of Fall took 
place in the privacy of his spacious 
library in the large brick home 
which overlooks in the distance the 
Mexican desert south of the bor- 
der, Propped up in a chair in the 
house that sits high on‘a hill, Fall 
eagerly answered the questions 
asked him by Daniel Thew Wright, 
Sinclair’s counsel. 

To Deny Accepting Bribe. 

Insistence that no bribery en- 
tered into the leasing of Teapot 
Dome will form the burden of 
Fall's testimony in a deposition, 
Mrs. Fall said, 

Acting as his spokesman, Mrs. 


Fall said the former Cabinet mem- 
ber would testify that the Teapot 
Dome lease was. made in the or- 
dinary course of business and had 
nothing to do with the receipts by 
him of $230,000 in’ Liberty bonds 
Fall, his wife continued, would 
tell virtually the same story which 
Reginald W. Ragland, Sinclair’s 
counsel, presented to Justice Bail- 
ey in the District of Cvulumbia Su- 
preme Court a week ago and then 
testify he did not receive a penny 
from the oil man as a bribe but 
that the bonds were received in 
payment for one-third interest in 
his Tres Rios Ranch. now one of 
the show places of New Mexico. 
Ragliand’s affidavit said that 
Fall would testify that he had con- 
sented to the executive order 
through which the lease of the

A Trying Course. 

The Aintree course is called the 
most difficult and trying in the 
world. It is such a severe test 
that only the safest and surest 
jumpers can hope to be in at the 
finish. No amount of schooling 
will. insure getting over safely. 
Some of the best have made mis- 
takes and gone down. Thirty for- 
midable jumps must be taken and 
part of the course is over a plowed 
field. The winner can be put down 
as a horse of rare stamina and 
| marked jumping ability. 

One of the most famous jumps 
is known as Becher’s Brook. It is 
a thick thorn fence, 4 feet 10 
inches high with a rail two feet 
high in front and a brook ecight feet 
and four feet on the far side. 

The water jump is 15 feet wide 
and the hedges are packed so solid 
with thorn, gorse or spruce that 
@ man can walk on the top with- 
out making an impression. There 
can be no tearing through the 
jumps. The horses must go over 
and go over cleanly.

MEXICO, M., March 30.—Au- 
drain County’s first Federal prison- 
ers, 33 St. Louis bootleggers, are 
comfortably installed in the model 
jail of the State, in this city, the 
newly completed $75,000 “country 
club” structure, recently occupied 
and presided over by C. M. Fox, 
Audrain County Sheriff and presi- 
dent of the Missouri Sheriff's As- 
sociation, 

Arriving Tuesday night, 
after their commitment by St. 
Louls Federal Judges, whose prob- 
lem is the finding of adequate ac- 
commodations for convicted liquor 
violators, they were met by several 
hundred towns people, who wel- 
comed the novel scene, minus the 
expected handcuffs and bristling 
deputies. 

A number of wives and_  kins- 
folk of the prisoners arriving here 
yesterday and today by motor and 
by train, expecting to visit their 
relatives, were denied admission by 
Sheriff Fox, who advised them 
that the regular weekly visiting 
hours are from 2 to 4 o’clock each 
Tuesday afternoon, with a 10-min- 
ute limit, and that no variations 
from the rules for the regular 
county prisoners will be permitted 
for the Federal wards. 

The Audrain County jail, first to 
be used outside the St. Louis dis- 
trict after the filling of St. Charles, 
Montgomery City, Union and War- 
renton jails, is two-thirds filled 
with the new arrivals, 20 county 
prisoners increasing the total of 
occupants to 53. The capacity of 
the structure is 85. 

Sheriff Fox, when asked about 
special food for the prisoners, said 
that the law permitted prisoners to 
have added food and bedclothing, 
if they paid for it, but that these 
privileges were not to be sold 
through his office. If friends of 
the prisoners bring food to the jail, 
it will be taken to them, but he 
will not in any way provide any

BOSTON, March 30.—Red gladi- 
oli as Christmas flowers are sought 
by the New England Gladiolus So- 
ciety. Thus far the gladiolus has 
refused to bloom out of season, 
but the society hopes yet to pro- 
duce the flower at the Yule sea- 
son and to add another red Christ- 
mas blossom to the carnation, the 
poinsetta and the rose. 

Dr. Linus H. Jones has been ap- 
pointed to spend half his time at 
Amherst College studying the in- 
ternal anatomy of gladiolus bulbs, 
searching for ways to alter the pe- 
riod of rest and to limit or prolong 
the period between bloomings. 
Prof. Clark L. Thayer of Massachu- 
setts Agricultural College is con- 
tinuing similar experiments. Two 
or three of the plants have 
bloomed in December at Amherst.

Senator Norris’ Great Fight 


To Retain Muscle Shoals 


Nebraskan’s Efforts Prevented the 
Disposal for a Song of an Enor- 
mously Valuable Public Property; 
His Plan of Operation Has at Last 
Received the Approval of the 
Senate. 


From the Nation. 

(Editor's Note: The House Committee on 
Military Affairs voted this week to report 
favorably the Morin bill, which accepts the 
principle of Federal ownership of Muscle 
Shoals and projects a board to operate the 


plant.) 

Y its vote of March 13 the Senate went 
B on record ag in favor of the continu- 
ance of work at Muscle Shoals and the re- 
tention, for the time at least, of this great 
power development in the hands of the 
Federal Government. The measure passed 
is the Norris bill, with certain compromises 
accepted by its author, and is a tremendous 
victory for the grand old Senator from Ne- 
braska. He has waged a long fight for the 
preservation of popular rights. Six years 
ago Senator Norris made up his mind that 
the disposition of the plant at Muscle 
Shoals, with its enormous power possibili- 
ties for the entire Southeastern section of 
the United States, was one of the most im- 
portant questions before the country. No- 
body to understand, or care 
much about, the issue. Senator Norris de- 
termined to find out about it and decide 
what ought to be done. He made himseif 
the best-informed man on the subject in 
Congress, and the people of the country 
owe it to his courage and perseverance that 
Muscle has not long since been 
turned over, lock, stock and barrel, to pri- 
vately owned power interests. For a long 
time he fought undaunted but aione. This 
year, for the first time, Senator Norris has 
succeeded in getting a favorable vote on 
his measure. The bill will encounter stub- 
bern opposition in the House of Representa- 
but Senator Norris’ four-hour testi- 
mony before the House committee made a 
deep impression on the hostile members of 
that recalcitrant body.

But whether the bill wins at this session 
or not, Senator Norris’ victory in the Sen- 
ate is a guaranty at least that Muscle Shoals 
will not be surrendered to the power com- 
panies just now, and every new delay is a 
gain to the campaign for public ownership. 
The develpment at Muscle Shoals was begun 
in Mr. Wilson's first administration as a 
war measure to insure the Government an 
adequate suptly of nitrate for munitions. 
After the armistice the project was viewed 
as something of a white elephant. and it 
barely missed passing quietly imto private 
control for a song. Cheaper methods of 
making nitrate were coming to the fore, and 
an effort was made to lead peopie to think 
that except for a doubtful value in the 
manufacture of fertilizer for farmers Mus- 
cle Shoals was of little account. There was 
a tendency to obscure great velue of 
the water power as a source of hydroelectric 
current for manufacturing and industrial 
purposes throughout the South. 
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UT Senator Norris was not fooled. In 
1922 he introduced a measure for Fed- 


eral control an: operation of Muscle 


Shoals; it got no further than reference to 


the Committee on Agriculture. Two years 
ater Senator Norris introduced a similar 
measure im the Sixty-eighth Congress. At

this time Henry Ford's proposal to take 
over Muscle Shoals was before the public 
and was dazzling the imagination of farm- 
ers in the Central West. The House passed 
a bill giving Muscle Shoals to Ford; it was 
Senator Norris’ careful analysis of the fliv- 
ver-maker’s offer that was chiefly res~on- 
sible for puncturing it and keeping the Sen- 
ate from joining in the stampede for the 
proposal. In the end Ford himself withdrew 
his offer and Senator Underwood drafted a 
bill turning the development over to pri- 


_Vvate hands for 50 years. In 1926, under the 


sponsorship of Senator Harrison of Missis- 
sippi, bills went through both the Senate 
and the House incorporating the Under- 
wood idea. It looked as if the public had 
lost the fight and as if the great power pos- 
sibilities of the Tennessee River were to 
pass from the nation’s hands. . But Senator 
Norris did not abandon even a forlorn hope 
and at the eleventh hour was able to beat 
the proposed legislation by a point of order 
made against the conference report on the 
Senate and House bills just before the ad- 
journment of Congress. It is interesting to 
note here what became of the report of the 
special commission that in 1925 was ap- 
pointed to investigate and make recommen- 
dations in regard to Muscle Shoals. The 
commission was made up of men who were 
expected to come out for private operation, 
but, embarrassingly, they flopped to the 
other side. Thereupon the report was 
promptly suppressed, and, except for a 
scant paragraph or so in the newspapers 
at the time, nothing has been heard of it 


since. \

‘Last year Senator Norris’ plan for Muscle 
Shoals got so far as to be reported favor- 
ably to the Senate by the Committee on 
Agriculture. The fact that this year the 
plan, with. some concessions, has finally 
gone through the Senate by a vote of 48 to 
25 is a tribute to the determined stand of 
Senator Norris and should give new faith 
and courage to every independent in Con- 
gress. The demand for public control of 
the great plant upon which more than 
$159,009.000 of Government money has al- 
ready been spent is gaining ground. It 
should never be possible now to betray this 
great possession into the hands of privately 
owned power interests, but there is still a 
hard fight to be won before Muscle Shoals 
is definitely dedicated to the public’s wel- 
fare under Government controL

This tract 
of land which he flatteringly named Virginia 
in honor of England’s virgin Queen, was 
roughly supposed to stretch from Canada to 
Florida and from the Atlantic to the Pa- 
cific. Raleigh sent out colonies to Virginia. 
But they failed in a rather tragic manner. He 
helped to introduce tobacco into England from 
America and imported American potatoes into 
Ireland. If the Irish owe him gratitude for 
the latter benefaction the debt is partly offset 
by his cruelty to the Irish themselves in his 
various military expeditions against them.

As Raleigh’s fortune had come to him through 
one woman's favor, so his fall came through 
another’s. The Queen had a beautiful maid 
of honor, Llizabeth Throgmorton by name. 
The maid of honor fell hopelessly in love with 
Raleigh. And Raleigh, who had hitherto 
looked upon love as a mere pastime, recipro- 
cated her devotion. In 1592 he and she were 
married. Queen Elizabeth in a gust of royal 
fury and jealousy had Raleigh arrested and 
thrown into the Tower of London. For five 
years he remained in disgrace, part of that time 
an actual prisoner; his crime being that for 
once in his life he had put love ahead of self- 


ee 


interest. Then in 1597 he was temporarily 
restored to the Queen's favor. But as she 
died not long afterward, the change in his 


fortunes did not greatly benefit him.
